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PREFACE TO FIRST EDITION. 


This volume may be regarded as the complement of 
my Concordance to the Upanishads , for it comprises texts 
incorporated in that work but which are not obtainable 
for reference in printed form. The Gdruda Upanishad, 
it is true, was published, in the Roman character, in Yol. 
xvii of Professor Weber’s Indische Studien, but this 
work is beyond the reach of the Indian student. The 
text of the Vdsudeva and Goptchandana Upanishads, too, 
was edited by myself, with a translation, in the Indian 
Antiquary for 1887; but this periodical is as inaccessible 
to the general public as the volume named above, and 
the text has the disadvantage of being in the Roman cha- 
racter. Of the remainder, however, I have never seen a 
printed copy, and the Dipikas have certainly not been 
published before. These are by Nar&yana, but in two' 
eases that of S'amkar&nanda has been superadded. No 
commentary is known to exist on the As’rama or SJcanda 
Upanishad, so the text is presented alone. There are no 
references in the Concordance to the Varada Upanishad , 
but as it is quite unknown in Europe I have seized this 
opportunity of making it public. A short description of 
it and of each of the others will be found below. 

The style and contents of all these tracts differ ma- 
terially from those of the older Upanishads; but I think 
it may be accepted as an axiom that any work on which 
a commentary by a well-known author exists, is worthy 
of publication for the commentary’s sake, if not for its 
own merits. For my own part, I find something of in- 
terest in each of the tracts set forth in this volume, 
though the usual marks of an Upanishad are for the most 
part wanting ; and N&r&y ana’s annotations are always in- 
structive. He was clearly a man of wide reading, for 
he seems to have been equally at home in the literature 
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of the Vedas, Pur&nas, ItiMsas, and Tantras, — in the 
mysteries of P&nini, and in the works elucidating those 
eight Books. His age is not known, but it is certain 
that he lived subsequently to S'amkar&nanda, though at 
how great an interval it is not yet possible to say. His 
posteriority to that writer I gather from the colophon 
to his DipM on the Aruneya Upanishad, — a beautiful 
copy of which is in the Government collection of MSS- 
at Poona, — which runs thus: —

N&rayana did not, like Sures'vara, devote himself to the 
elucidation of the writings of S'aiiikaracharya; but in all 
his DipMs on Upanishads previously explained by that 
philosopher, he has incorporated large portions of the 
bhdshyas. This fact is invariably acknowledged in the 
first half of the colophon, which runs thus: — qrerspil«T 

I have found this expression 
at the end of his DipMs on the Mundaka, Mdnddkya, 
Katha, Pras'na , Kena, S'ikshd-BrahmavalU-Bhriguvallt 
( = Taittiriya), and Nrisimhapitrvatdpant Upanishads, on 
all of which we have bhdshyas by S'amkara. 

The colophons to all the rest, excepting that on the 
Aruneya as shown above, commence with the words 
srrowi 'rfsrerr This holds good in the 

case of the DipMs on the S'vekls'vatara and Nrisimhot- 
taratdpant Upanishads, neither of which contains any 
extracts from the so-called S'dmkarabhdshya on those 
two tracts; a fact which, to my mind, furnishes strong 
presumptive evidence against the belief that S'amkara 
expounded them. I pointed out most of the above facts 
in an article contributed to the Indian A ntiguctry in 
March 1886, and subsequent research has helped to con- 
firm them. 




I will now give a short account of each of the Upani- 
shads contained in this volume. The letter (P ), or (B), 
following the number and date of a manuscript, shows 
that it belongs to the Government collection in Poona 
or* Bombay respectively. 

I. Krishna- Upanishad. 

It may be well to state at the outset that this is not the 
work referred to by Colebrooke, in Vol. I ( p. 99 ) of his 
Essays, as forming the first part of the Gopdlatdpani. 
As a matter of fact, however, the names Gopdlatdpani 
and Krishnatdpani (for such it is ) are applied indifferent- 
ly to both parts of that Upanishad, as will be seen from 
the opening and closing verses of N&rayana’s Dlpik&s. 
In the Pdrvatdpani-dipihd he says : —

In the opening portion of his commentary on the first 
part, N&r&yapa says STOUTO! crPfftSFT 

I. The third work here 
named is the Upanishad now before us, the forty-eighth 
on N&r&yana’s list. I have not seen it referred to in

any English work on Indian literature, but manuscripts 
are easily obtained in this country. It consists of 27 
verses, and, though highly allegorical, its ultimate object 
appears to be the unification of all things in Krishna as 
the supreme Brahma. The rules of concord are set at 
defiance several times in the opening verses, and there 
are a good many instances of irregular samdhi. All 
these are called Vedic irregularities ! In preparing this

II. Kdldgnirudra- Upanishad. 

In his History of Indian Literature, Prof. Weber re- 
marks that there are three different recensions of this 
Upanishad. So far, I have met with two only, namely 
that presented in this volume and one styled NandikeH* 
varapurdnoktd . The chief point of difference in the lat- 
ter is that the text is interwoven with instructions as to 
karcmydsa &c., and with fuller quotations from the Mahd- 



ndrdyana Upanishad. It concludes with a eulogy of the 
tripundra and of bhasmasndna. 

The text before us consists of a dialogue between Sa- 
natkum&ra and K&l&gnirudra regarding the tripundra, - 
of how many lines it consists, where they are to be 
drawn, what material is to be used for the purpose, and 
what Mantras are to be repeated. Deliverance from 
transmigration is promised as the reward for the due 
observance of the same.

III. Vdsudeva- Upanishad. 

I published this Upanishad, with a complete transla- 
tion, in the Indian Antiquary for March 1887, and would 
refer the reader to it for fuller information than can be 
given here. The subject of the text is a discourse by 
V&sudeva, at the request of Nsirada, on the merits of the 
drdhvapundm, and how it is to be applied by various 
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classes of persons. The material to be used is gopt- 
chandana, or, if that is not; obtainable, a paste made 
from the root of the tulast plant. The reward for the 
application of the goptchandana with the Mantras here 
'prescribed, is absorption into Vishnu. The manuscripts

IV, Goptchandana- Upanishad. 

This tract, as stated by NArAyana in the opening part of 
his commentary, is intended, in the first place, to eluci- 
date certain points not explained in the Vdsudeva to 
which it is therefore supplementary. This accounts for 
the first' line of his opening verse — 

irUr |. But it is also devoted to the glorification 
of goptchandana, and so we read in v. 10-12: “Gopi- 
chandana is life, the augmenter of health and strength, 
the granter of desires, and the bestower of emancipa- 
tion, — so say the sages. By the application of Gopl- 
chandana one secures the merit of thousands of Agni- 
shtoma sacrifices, and of hundreds of VAjapeya sacrifices. 
The fruit resulting from the gift of Gopichandana does 
not accrue even to the offerer of an AsVamedha; there 
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is no tirtha equal to Gangsi, and no purity like that 
derived from Gopichandana.”

V. Nardyancc-Upanishad. 

The subject of this Upanishad is the emanation of all 
things from Narayana. As pointed out by Weber, there 
are two distinct recensions of it. ^ That explained by 
Narayana seems to belong to the Atharvas'irshapancha- 
kam, and is the longer of the two; but S'amkar&nanda 
commented on the other. The bulk of N&rfiyana’s Di- 
piH is devoted to the elucidation of the fifth Section 
which S'amkar&nanda omits, and is remarkable for the 
large number of quotations contained in it. The follow- 
ing works and authors are cited by name: — Atmabodha- 
Upanishad, Bhdskara, Hayas'irshaparichardtra, Mahdr 
kapilapanchardtra, Mmtratantraprakds’ a, Ndrdyantya 
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( Tcmtm ? ), Nrisimhapurdna, Nrisimhatdpani, Pad- 
mapdddchdrya, Rdmapdrvatdpcmt, and S'draddtilaJca. 
There are citations, too, from sources not named, some of 
which I traced to the S'draddtilaln and Tantrasdra, but 
others defied all efforts to track them to their lair. I 
have not succeeded in finding a single manuscript of the 
Mantmtantraprahds'a , of the Hayadlrshapanchardtra, 
or of the Mahdhapilapanchardtra. 

There is nothing remarkable about S'amkardnanda’s 
commentary. The word which occurs in the 

text explained by him, and which appears to mean “free 
from reproach”, is not in any MS. of the text which I 
have seen, or in any of our dictionaries. Unfortunately, 
I could procure only one copy of the work, but it was 
generally correct.

of Vis'r&mab&g collection, for the citations from the Nri- 
simhapurdna. For the Tantrasdra passages I used the 
lithographed edition published in Benares. Its contents 
are partially indexed, but to look for a verse not indica- 
ted there is like hunting for a needle in a haystack ! 
Consequently I was obliged to abandon the search for 
other passages quoted in the Dipika, and which are pos- 
sibly from that source. The number of Tantras cited in 
the Tantrasdra is enormous, but I have not yet been 
able to make a list of them. There is a Ndrdyantya 
amongst them, which leads me to suppose that that is 
the work quoted from by N&r&yana under that name. 

VI. Atmabodha- Upanishad. 

This short tract, as NftrAyana points out, is a sort of 
comment on the fifth section of the N&r&yana Upanishad. 
That one part of the Yeda may be devoted to the eluci- 
dation of another part is, he says, undeniable from the 
fact that the Brahmanas hold that position with refe- 
rence to the Mantras. I should have preferred to name 
it the Atmaprabodha-Upanishad, for which there is ma- 
nuscript authority, but felt constrained to follow the 
commentary.

VII. Qdruda- Upanishad. 

This is simply a charm for the prevention of snakebite. 
The man who hears it read on the last day of a dark 
fortnight is promised immunity from the bite of a snake 
2 



for twelve years ; whilst he who reads it himself on that 
day, and attaches a copy of it to his person, will never 
he bitten at all ! There is some doubt, as to what the 
text of this Upanishad really is, owing to the comming- 
ling of text and comment. Professor Weber writes of 
“ two totally different texts ” as extant. In my manu- 
script K a lengthy section precedes the words sff 5T§r- 
fgsjf srsr$*lTffr, and so too in Weber’s edition. In both, 
also, additional matter follows what is here the close 
of the Upanishad. This has not the support of any 
other of my MSS., and Narayana includes almost the 
whole of this extra matter in his commentary. His 
remark, however, sff vTcTi 

: may possibly indicate the existence of a recen- 
sion in which those words are preceded by something 
else as in the manuscript K. 

Weber’s text concludes with the Mantra jgr^rr^FT 
f^rcTT?! I ctsn srq: II. For the reading 

he suggests epjraU'TU', but neither yields a suit- 
able meaning. That of MS. K, namely « T3 ~ g p S' R , is un- 
doubtedly the true one. This manuscript also contains 
the Mahdndrdyana Upanishad, and, in the third Section, 
this very Mantra fnr|pyr*r &c. appears in addition 
to the eighteen recognized by Narayana in his Dipika on 
that tract. * I was unable at first to determine the 
meaning of the word g ra fSE, but an examination of the 
other eighteen Mantras made it clear that, whatever its 
meaning, it must be an epithet of ?=rq-. I had not then 
seen the Dlpik& on the Gdruda Upanishad , but the 
subsequent perusal of it revealed" immediately the mean- 
ing of "TUTUS'. The text of the Gd/ruda gives the names 
of twelve snakechiefs or heads of families, but N&r&yana 
reduces them to nine, and says ! 

Here then is the clue. The word as an epithet

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of sp!, means “ the nine-familied ”, or “ consisting of nine 
families ”, and this interpretation brings the Mantra into 
harmony with the rest. 


I have said that Prof. Weber’s text closes with the 
above Mantra. In the MS. K , however, there follow 
three verses which appear also in the Nilarudra TJpor 
nishad, namely Vdjasaneyisamhitd xiii. 6-8 SRjj

VIII. Mahd-Upanishad. 

The theme of this tract is the same as that of No. v, 
namely the production of all things from N&rayana. 
Weber remarks that here “ N&r&yaiia first distinctly ap- 
pears as the representative of Vishnu, since Sffilap&ni 
(S'iva) and Brahman proceed from him, and Vishiiu is 
not mentioned at all.” I do not think that this Upani- 
shad has been printed before, and I had great difficulty 
in procuring the commentaries. Of that by S'amkani- 
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nanda I could obtain only one copy. The following is a

My first acquaintance with this Upanishad was through 
a portion of the commentary which I discovered amongst 
the valuable manuscripts comprised in the set No. 233 of 
1882-83 in the Deccan College Library. It is No. 51 
of that set* and is called Prathamopanishaddtpikd. The 
S'Astri who drew up the list evidently looked at the 
colophon only, and seeing the words 
gave it that name ! Its real name is stated in the open- 
ing verse. No. 52, which is called « Fragment of some 
unknown Upanishad dipikd,” is a portion of the second 
chapter of the same commentary. I subsequently ob- 
tained a copy of the test of the Varadapdrvatdpant 
and two copies of the DipM thereon, from my friend 
Mr. MahMeo ChimanAji Aptd, the founder of the 
Anaadasrama; but that was all I could g et. In the

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opening part of his commentary, Nar&yana remarks that 
Varada is Brahm& in the form of Ganapati, and he gives 
a legend explaining how it came to pass that the first 
member of the Hindu triad was born as the son of S'iva 
and Umi From this, and from the fact that the words 

occur at the end of the MS. of 
the Varadapdrvatdpant, X inferred that this Upanishad 
was probably identical with the Ganapatitdpini and Ga~ 
nesfatdpini named in Dr. Buhler’s Catalogue of MSS. 
in Gujar&t, and referred to in the foot-note on p. 170 of 
Weber’s History of Indian Literature. Fortunately my 
friend Mr. Aptd had a complete copy of the Ganelatdpini, 
and on comparing it with what I had of the Varada- 
tdpant I found that they were exactly alike. This there- 
fore gave me a second copy of the text of the Pftrvat&panl 
for collation, and supplied me with that of the Uttara- 
t&panl. I regreat that every effort to obtain the Dipiksi. ' 
on the latter has so far failed. It is therefore published 
alone, and edited from the one manuscript. 

The Pfirvatapanl consists of three Upanishads, and the 
other of six. The former closely resembles the Nrisimha- 
tdpcmi, several passages of which are quoted with slight 
modifications, and, like it, has an anushtubha mantrardja 
of which a good deal is made though in a less extra- 
vagant fashion than in that Upanishad 1 

The mantrardja of our text runs thus: —

The Dipika, like that by the same author on the Nrisim- 
hatdpani, opens with definitions of the terms gundvatdra, 
pdrndvatdra, kaldvatdra, and ams'dvatdra; but contains 
nothing specially noteworthy. The text of the Uttara- 
tapani will speak for itself. It contains nothing of im- 
portance,

X. As'rcima-Upanishad. 

This consists of four Sections devoted to definitions of 
the sixteen subdivisions of the four tis'ramas. The fol- 
lowing is a list of them : — 

1. Brahmachdrin. Gayatra, Br&hmana, Praj&patya, 
Brihat. 

2. Grihastha, V&rtt&kavritti, S'alinavritti, Yayavara, 
Ghorasannyasika. 

3. Vdnaprastha. YaikMnasa, Udumbara, Balakhilya, 
Phenapa. 

4. Parivrajaka , Kutxchara, Bahtidaka, Hamsa, Pa- 
ramahamsa. 

The definitions of all these are very valuable, and 
some of them,— for example, that of Ghorasannydsika , — 
are not found elsewhere. A climax is reached with the 
Paramahamsas, of whom alone it is said dtmdnam mohha- 
yante. For varied information as to the ds'ramas I would 
refer the reader to that word in the Vdchaspatycmi, and 
also to the first chapter of Vidy&ranya’s JivanmvMivi- 
veka, an edition of which has just been published in tho 
Anand&s'rama Series.

It is written from the stand- 
point of the Advaitavadin and teaches the identity of 
S'iva and Vishnu as set forth in very similar language in 
the 184th chapter of the Harivams'a. I had only two 
MSS. of this text, namely, one of No. 487 of 1882-83, 
in the Government collection, Poona, and one lent me 
by M. C. Apte Esq. 


It would be ungracious to close without an acknow- 
ledgment of the excellent work done by the Press. The 
proof-reader performed his duties so admirably that my 
share of the labour was almost a sinecure. As for the 
typography, I am confident that it is second to none.
